Washington, April 11.— The foilowiiit,' 
message was sent to tlie congress of the 
United Stales to-day by President Mc- 
Kiiiley: 

"Obedient to a precotlcnt iu the eonsti- 
tiitioii which commands the President 
give from time to time to congress 
inlormation of the state of tlie nation 
and recommend for their consideration 
such nieasnirs as ?ic shall judge neces- 
sary and exiicdicnt, it becomes my duty 
now to address your body regarding the 
-rave crisis wiiich has arisen in the re- 
rations between the United States and 
Spain by reason of the warfare tliat fm- 
more tlian three years has raged in the 
icighlM.ring island of Cuba. I do so be- 
anie of the intinnicc connection of the 
Culiaii ipicstion with the state of onr 
11 nation and its grave relation to Uie 
coarse which it is incumbent niKin the 
nation to adopt, if heed be given to the 
traditional policy of otir soverninc i . 
if it is to accord with the precepts h id 
down by the founders of the republic tuid 
religiously observed by succeeding ad- 
ministrations np to tne present da.>. 
The present revolution is but the suc- 
sor of oilier similar iiisurrections 
uhiidi have uccnrred in Cuba against 
the dominical of Spain and extending 
period of nearly lialf a century, 
each of whi( h, during its progress, SUU- 
jcdcd the United States to greut^effort 
and cxiiense in enforcing the neutrality 
laws causing enunnmis losses to Ameri- 
an trade and (•mnmerce, caused irrita- 
tion and disturbance among pur CitlmiS, 
ami bv tlie exercise of cruel, barbnrons 
and nncivilizoil practice of . warfare, ^ 
slioi ked Uie sensibilities and offended the 
human sympathies of our people, bince 
the present revolution began on I'ebi.miy 
10 l.syr., this country has seen the fu- 
tile ilomiiiii at onr threshold ravaged iiy 
lire and sword, in the course of a suaig- 
gle unennalled in the hi.stoiy of the island 
and rarelv parallelc<l as to the number of 
eombataiits and bitterness of the coutvst 
bv aiiv revolution of modern times, 
Wliere" dependent people striving, to be 
fiee liave ben opposed by the power of 
a foreign state. Our people have beheld 
■I laosnerous commniiity reduced to com- 
narativi- want, its lucrative coinmorce 
\irtuallv paralyzed, all productiveness 
diminisiicd, lields laid waste, mills m 
ruins and pwple perishing by tens or 
tluaisaiids from hunger and destltuaon. 

"\\'e f(Hind ourselves con8trainea,_in 
the observance of tliat strict neutrality 
wliieh iiur laws enjoin, and -whicn tli-o 
law of nations domunds.to police our ov/n 
waters and watch our seaiwrts in tlie 
prevention of any unlawful act in aul 
of the CuhanH. Our trade suffered, the 
capital involved by our citizens in Cuba 
has bMMi largely lost, and the lemiHT ami 
forbearance of our i>eoplo have been so 
soverely tried at to cause piirilous unrml 
among our own citizens, which has iii- 
c. itably found expression from lime to 
time ill tlie national legislature, so that 
issues wholly external to our own body 
politic engross attention and stand iiv 
the wav of that close devotion to do- 
mestic advancement that becomes a .self- 
contained coimnonwcnlth, whoso primal 
n axim has been the avoidance of alH 
foreign entanglements. . 

" I'his must needs awaken and has, in- 
deed, :iroii8e<l the utmost concern on the- 
purl of this government, as well dnrinff- 
iiiv iiredecos.snrs' terms as in my own. In- 
Aioil. 1,S'.)I!. the evils from which our 
leuiitry sufl'ercd during the Cuban wai- 
beiaiiie so ciiorinons that my iiredocossor 
laadc' an effort to liriiig about peace 
lliroiigli the mediation of tliis goveriiuienr 
in liny way tliat might tend to an honor- 
able adjusdineiit of the contest bctwiM'ir 
Spain and her revolting colony, on the 
liasis of some crfective sclicme of self- 
go\crnnient for (hiba under the Hag and 
si vereignty of S])ain. It failed throngli 
the refusal of th(> Spanish government 
then iu power to consider any form of 
mediation, or, iiidei'd, any plan wbiidi 
I'id not begin with the actual subiuissioii 
of the insurgents to the mother country, 
and then only on such terms as Spain 
herself might see fit to grant. 

"The war continued unabated. The 
c'sistance of the insurgents was in no 
wise diminished. The cITorts of Spain 
were inorense<I, both by the disp:itch of 
fiesli levies to Cuba and by the addition 
to the horrors of the strife of a new ami 
iiihiiman phase, Iiiiiipily uuprecedcnteil 
ill the iiioderii history of civ'lized Chris- 
tian peoples.

HALIFAX FOR SAFETY. 

Two U. S. Cruisers Put in There After 
V.s IJelays at Sea— Fatal Firc^ 
i ^ Changes in i Jurrisoii. 

Halifax, April ll.-Tbe United Stales 
cruisers San I'raneiseo and New Or- 
leans, the hitter ship being lately purch- 
ased from Brazil, arrived here this 
morning from Gravesond after a stormy 
lii-.ssage of tifteen days. 'Wlien they 
sailed from Graveseiid it was iiilendeil 
to go to New York, but bad weather 
prevailing after the end of the lirst 
week at sea decided them to put into 
Halifax and ask for orders.

the law. If a proinluenL ICastoni lii\vyor 
were selected, that i.s one whu is primiiii- 
ent as a lanyer and whose I'XiicrliMici' at 
tlic bar would be eonsiiU'ieil sncli as 
would lit him for n plnce on the bench 
of his own province, it would be objec- 
tionable cnoURh, but to send out a iiiiin 
\vlio is wholly iiufniniliar with the sta- 
tute law with which he will have to deal 
would be utterly indefensible. If the 
oflice is to be given, as now seems lilteJy, 
Hiniply lis n reward for political services, 
we say an outra^'e of the niosl MaKraiit 
l:iiid Avi't be perp''l rated. 'I'liei-e may lie 
something in the point thai there would 
be nothing illegal In filling the present 
vjifuncy. We do not know and are not 
<lisp()sed to do any hair-splitting' over 
(h.-it (iiK-slion, for the si>iril of the terms 
(i[ iiuiou will be violated by such an up- 
l)ointmcnt whether tlie letter is or not 

The reflection upon the bur of the 
I ruvinee implied in the appointment ot 
an oiitsiiier will be of the ),'ravest possible 
Kind. If tlu* Dominion Koveriiinent is of 
tho opinion that British Columbia is so 
ilestituto of lawyers of talent that it is 
ncci'ssary to send in an ine.vperieneed 
ii>aii from olsewheri', it is time steps were 
taken to disabuse its miud and prove 
the contrary. In the party that has 
hitherto suptMirted the nunistry there are 
t;enflemen <iuite as fit for the vacant 
position ns any Eastern man who has 
been named iu couaeclion with it; but 
<nen if this were not the case, there 
are lawyers on the other side of politics 
who could fill the post in a lii(;lily efli- 
cieiit manner, and it ouf;lit to bp possible 
for the Ottawa authorities to rise above 
partizanship, if necessary, ia the matter 
of the jtidiciary. 

We do not like the proposed action 
for another reason. Is it to be lunler- 
stood that hereafter British Columbia 
is to lie a sort of pasture where worn-out 
political hacks can be turned out after 
their usefulness in the East is goneV 
There is a great deal of feeling on this 
Voiut. If judges are to be imported, why 
not every ofncial? This question is be- 
ing askwl not only by those who have 
billicrto opposed th<' administration, but 
with a great deal more earnestness by 
those who have sup[)orteil it. Th(> pro- 
ijiosed appointment is ''bad politics," n 
^lad precedent and an uacalleil [or sllKht 
nifOii the whole [irovinee. 

• A RAILWAY TO TUI3 NOIITU. 

\'an<'ouver is ah-rt to the necessity of 
prompt action being taken by the I'ro- 
viucial as well as the Dominion govern- 
ment to secure the construction of the 
laihvay to Teslin Lake. M'e think we 
express the feeling of the people of this 
city when we say that Ihoy want to see 
a plan adopted that will secure a railway 
frc.iu a British Columbia seaport to the 
Yukon waters at the earliest possible 
day. They are willing to leiiii Iheir in- 
lluence and support to the immediate 
construction of the lino from the SticUine 
river to the lake, hut will not bo satia- 
lied unless the contract goes further .-ind 
IM'ovides for a road fioui li'le water on 
the IJriti.<jli Columbia const. We think 
also wo may safely say that, if this can 
bo Bccurod, the question of cost to the 
Iirovinee will he regarded .as secondary, 
provided, of course, tlial the amount 
given is not so unreasonably large that 
it is clearly a needless bonus. What 
they want to see done is n contract made 
thai will bring about the building of 
the wagon road al once, the railway 
from the riv(M' lo the lake this season 
and the renia nider of the Hue within two 
ye;irs. They are willing thai the prov- 
ince sIkuiUI give iMKUigh (o secure this 
;nid will accejit Ihi' judgment of the gov- 
ernnieiit as lo what is sudlcienl, provided 
llie work is done. By this we mean thai 
if (he government asks the legislature to 
give a sum which is not palptibly ex- 
travagant public opinion will approve of 
the act. 

We think that Hon. Mr. Tnriii'r mid 
lis associates are ready to do what is 
vight in the premisaa, and this (piile 
apart from any political considerations 
wlmt(>ver. They are influenced solely by 
(|ie business interests involved, and they 
.•ire quite ready to nsU the bouse lo do 
what thi> province cau afford to do for 
such a i)iiri)ose. Naturally they wish 
to make as good terms as possible fcu' 
the province, and it is fair to remem- 
hoii; that other important eiiteriuises 
must also be considered. We aie not 
without a strong hope that a mi>ans will 
.be discovered whereby the legislature can 



e.vtend snfflcicnt aid to warrant the im- 
mediate inception of the work, without 
in the least lianipering it in respect to 
the other i)rojeets calling for iissislance. 
One thing is very certain, lion. Mr. 
Turner and his associates are fully im- 
pressed with the immeuse iinportauco of 
something being done at nnce. Never- 
theless it is desirable that public opinion 
should make itself felt, so that th(>y may 
know that the people are with them in 
the adoption of any policy which may 
be found to be necessary. 

The News-Advertiser admits the ne- 
cessity for the biiililiiig of a railway from 
the Stiekiiie to Lake Teslin and its ex- 
tension to the coast of British Columbia, 
but insists that the provincial govern- 
ment ought not to take up the project 
or do iiiiy thing for it. It says it takes 
this iiosition "because both on principle 
and practical grounds any provincial aid 
is neither desirable nor possible." It 
says that the province ctinnot afford to 
aid the project and that the Dominion 
will build the road anyway. The \':in- 
eoiiver paper is wholly wrong as to the 
inability of the province to subsidize the 
railway, and it has no means of knowing 
whether or not the Dominion will do 
anything more? than it has done. If 
any one were in a position to say that 
the Doiiiinion will at once lake up tiie 
matU'r, we should join with our contem- 
porary in urging that none of the money 
of the province shouhJ be put into il ; 
but no such guarantee can be given. On 
the contrary, so far as the iniblic know 
the governnumt of Canada has decided 
upon no line of action at all. Our Van 
couver contemporary will not claim to 
have auy sources of information as to 
the intentions of the Laurier ministry 
not available to the rest of the world. 

Neither can our contemporary give any 
assurance that when the governnu-nt 
does act it will not take hold of the pro 
ject for a road from Kdinontoii. Tin. 
same iiilluences which contributed to tin 
defeat of the Mackenzie- JIaiHi contr.iet 
are urging the Edmonton route. The 
News-Advertiser warmly endorses what 
they h-ive already done. Are we to un- 
(leri-land that it is prejiared to aid them 
ill tlie second part of the progr.uumeV 
The News-Advertiser does not seem to 
appreciate the pressing nature of the 
emergency or the danger of lines licin 
built which will divert the trade of \:in- 
ciuiver or Victoria. Our contemporary's 
attitude on this matti>r is its usual one 
of obstruction. The News- Advertiser is 
luolilic in "don'ts;" it overflow's \vitli that 
sort of wisdom thut discovers o!)stacles 
ill the way of every project and objec- 
tions to every possible policy. British 
Columbia has hr.d just a little too much 
of that sort ot tiling. It the construe- 
lion of the railway between the Stikine 
.■mil Teslin Lake goes over for another 
J ear. it Will be because of just such ar- 
guments .13 those indulged in by the Van- 
ciiuver iiaper. In view of tlie pressiir 
fur the lOdmonton route, of the elTort bi 
iiig made to secure a route that will start 
from the head of Lynn Cauiil and thus 
linilil up u city on what is now de facto 
reited States territory, and also in view 
of the great advantage it will be to Vic- 
toria, \'aneouver and the whole Coast 
section of the province to have the C.in- 
adiaii road begun at once and pushed 
through so as to be ready for tratUc this 
iiiitumn, the province is justified in going 
to a considerable respousibilitj , if it is 
necessary, to avoid postponement of the 
work. 

As to the credit of the province not be- 
ing equal to such an outlay, we uwii only 
to say that the fmauciers ot the Old 
World reckon the credit of British Col- 
umbia very much liigher than does tlic 
,\ews-Ad vert iser. 



The descripliiin which our i'orres|)on- 
dont gives ot the condition of things iu 
the ditches around Havana seems in- 
ca-edible: but unhaiiiiily there is only too 
much reason to believe it to be in 110 
way (!■<',•' :;-,vn. This stale of tilings 
canii' i/e allowed to contiau(>. It is 
unilc'ibl, y very bad that the Quecn- 
Kegeiit of Si)aiii may be compelled to 
go back to Austria aud take her boy 
with her, as would likely be the ease if 
Cuba is taken out of the hainls of Spain, 
but wherein does she deserve more con- 
sideration at the bands of mankind than 
thee wretched women of Ouba. W 
have not much to say in favor ot the 
Cuban rebels. They are a bad lot, al- 
though inliiiitely lietter tlian the loinl- 
mouthed Cuban junta in New York; but 
a nation that has shown itself so utter- 
ly tinlit to govern a despondency as Sjiain 
has ill regard to Cuba, is entitled to no 
consideration whatever. The island 
should be taken from her, and if the 
residents are not lit to govern them- 
selves, as is allogeth«?r likely, some na- 
tion should t.iK-e it in hand, that will be 
iiilluenceil by a I least the commonest in- 
stincts of hiiinanily. 



Mr. .I.T. Pierre has ask( d the C.ilouisl 
to reproduce his letter, wliic); appea:vd in 
the Times lust evening in regard to his 
(iise against the Western A.ssurancc 
(.,'onipany. ^\'e do not think it. advisable 
to do so, .and upon tiiis princijile: Tie' 
<ase has been tried in court and has been 
decided In favor of the defendants. 'I'he 
(picstion involved soonis to be a mixed 
one of fact aud law, but chiefly ot law. 
Now the proiier course for a part.v lo 
1.1 ke where a case turning on such points 
has gone against him is to appeal to the 
higher court and not to the public. If 
the higher court holds lo the decision ol 
the court below, then it will be lime 
enough to agitate for legislative inter- 
ference, to correct the alleged ]mblie 
wrong. It would be very unwise for 
iiewspai)or8 to permit litigants to try 
llif ir cases over again in iirint. 

An Atlantic liner, like the St. Paul, 
burns tons of cotil a day in onhu- ro 
inaki? 21 knots, Uiiiiniiig at half speed, 
she can get along with tons. In 

other words, in order lo double Iiim- 
speed, she must iiicreasi' her i'lie! con- 
sumption seven-fold. The explaiialion of 
this very great dispropcMiioii lii'hv(>eii 
speed and fuel lies in the fact that water 
is iioucomi)ie3sible. Any one can try 



an experiment for himself to prove this, 
and may at the sume time illustrate why 
gre.-it powi'r is needed to secure a com- 
paratively small iucrensi,' of speed.

The Kosslaiiil .Miner makes wluif seems 
to be a very well founded complaint that 
foreign mining corporations are not coin- 
plyiiig with the provision of the law re- 
(luiriug them to have an olllce in this 
province. It does not say that no com- 
panies are observing the law in this 
parlicni.ar, but that there are soini! very 
llagiaiU iiislauces of neglect. The Miner 
says that no one wants to take upon 
himself the prosecution of the offend- 
ing companies. We suggest that the 
-Vtlorney-Cenerars dep.artnient might 
give this matter ils attention. Doubt- 
less a circular note to the delinquent 
coinpauies would have the effect of lead- 
ing them to comply with the liuv. While 
we agree with the Miner about the un- 
willingness of iniliviiliials lo set the law 
in motion for the recovery ot the penalty 
there can be no possible objection to any 
one furnishing the Attorney-General 
with a list ot such companies. The de- 
partment cannot itself know wliieh ot 
them are at fault.

Stickine Steamers Exin'cled To I'.e In 
Operatimi by the J.'itli Instant, 

AVrangel to-day is very lively and busi- 
nesslike thiingh SDinewlnit overrun by 
the sure-thing men wdio make it their 
business to meet every boat and escort 
the new arrivals around town, showing 
tliem all points of interest, generally to 
their sorrow. 'Wharves are being ex- 
tended; new buildings are present every- 
where and the iudieations point to a 
thriving city. At the present time the 
river is navigable for twenty-five miles 
above Cottonwood Island at the mouth 
of the Stickine, seven miles from 'Wran- 
gel. 

.Mr. Xeal Keiil, siiiieriiitendent of con- 
st riietioii for the Mat'keiizie & Slanii 
railroiid, has returned to replenish stores 
at the various camps aud reports hav- 
ing siieeecdeil in transporting the bulk 
of their siiiijilies to its destination. Ho 
says the riven- has every indication of 
opening and expc'ets to see the boats 
plying between Wrangel and Telegraph 
Creek by the l,~)lh instant; he also re- 
ports that all save three hundred or foiu- 
hundred of the four thousand Klondiker.s 
reiiorted to have been camping at the 
island are advancin.'^ remarkably well, 
being stretched along the trail all the 
wa.v lo the boundary. There is also a 
gretit deal of provisions ubuudoued by 
miners who have overburdened them- 
selves, (>stiinatcd at several tons. 

Mr. W. C. Kobinsou left by the Ning- 
chow w-itli HOO tons of provisions 1(1 
hin'ses and tl men for Mackenzie & Mann 
and sneeeeileil in lauding his suiiiilies 
safely at Cottimwoiid, where he will be 
stationed to superintend supplies. He 
states that the rails nnd baliinee of [iro- 
visions are en route nnd expected daily. 

Mr. Allan, iiaymaster for >Iackeiizic iS: 
Mann, having completed his pay roll and 
returned in eight days, which is remark- 
able. Ho suys that the river is fast be- 
coming navigable, occasioned b.v llie 
warm rains and balmy brei^zes of the 
last few days. He nlso predicts a grciit 
future for Wrangel. 

The sanitary coinlifioii here is excid- 
lent compareil with that of the other 
northern ports. The worst drawdiack 
is the sure-thing nic'ii, who meet every 
boat and lleeee the ninvaiy. 

(ieorge Barker, of Stockton, Cal., died 
here on I'^ebrnary liStli, and was buried 
in the old Unssian ceiuetery. Barker 
and two nephews were bound for the 
interior when stickeii with pneumonia. 
The deceased leaves a wife and two 
daughters at Stockton. 

The elegant new Howe scales -were 
destroyed by a cable breaking while un- 
loading coal from Spriitt's Ark, ]irecii)i- 
tating two tons of coal and iron upon it. 

Messrs. Davhlgo & Co.'s river steamer 
Ifoniona arrived on April 4th and is ex- 
[lected to he at work on the Stickine iin 
a few days. 

The steiiniiT .\lki on her arrival on her 
last trip got her pnipeller tiiiigh-d in a 
hawser from oiu! of the ships lying at 
anchor, necessitating the delay of a day 
for men to cut the rope. 

The steamer Cottage City had a nar- 
row escape on her last trip. When leav- 
ing Iteid it Sylvesl'T's dock she suddenly 
shot ahead at an (dglil mile an hour gait, 
making straight for the McKinnon 
wharf, bruHhing asiilc a schooner and 
dashing in between Spralt's Ark and the 
dock. No serious dannige was done.

(lOLDSTREAM POWER. 

Operations Well Utider Way With Brit- 
ish Columbia's Long Trans- 
mission Plant 

I'l order lo provide greater jiower nt 
a nuK-h ri'diiced cost, the British Colum- 
bia Electric Uailway Co., of this city, are 
having installed a complete plant for the 
longest transmission of power m Brit- 
tish Columbia, by the use of which the 
service to the public will bo niiiterially 
improved in all departments. The work 
is being done under contract by Hassoii 
& Iliiiif, mechanical engineers, of San 
I'rancisco. whose <-bief assistant, Mr. 
AV. :Mereditli. has now been in Viebn-ia 
for soiiH' wi'cks, The Work of installa- 
tion has iiroceeded with vin-y few iiiler- 
ruptious, and the plant will be in opera- 
lion by mid-summer. At the present: 
time there is a good trail to the ijowcn- 
house, and the road will he completed 
within a week. 

The new power house will bo stationed 
at Goldstreain, about twelve miles out. 
The site is about a mile above the tres- 
;cl on the 10. \- X. liy. at Goldstreain 
lanvdii. The «'ntire plans for the trans- 
niissii)ii iilant are in the hamls of Messrs. 
llassoii A: Hunt, this lirni liaviiig luul 
sole control of the remodelling of the 
Los Ang«des system, which turned out 
so buccessfull.v under their supervision 
and iustructious. This firm has also 
been connected with nil late remodelling 
of Coast ronils, and ranks second to none 
in tlicir line. 

.Mr. AV. t'. Hasson, M.E.. senior 
ineiiiber and manager of the linn, and 
vice-president of the' Aineriean Institute 
of lOleetrical ICiigineers, arrived a day 
or so ago lo gii over the ground and see 
what progress had been made. Being in- 
terviewed us to the project, he said: 

"The contracts for the electrical and 
hyilnuilic niachiiiery and material for 
the transmission line have been closed 
and are being rushed through will all 
iihicrity, nnd the bulk may be looked for 
any day. The construction is being 
pnsbi'd with rapidity and the system 
will be run and operated by the" Can- 
iidiaii (Jeneral Electric machinery thn.'c- 
phase sysli'iii, using rotary eonvertin-s 
and iniiisfoniK'rs to distribute over the 
line as tlie two-phase with a voltage ca- 
pacity of 11,000. 

Two I'cltoii water w-heels v.dll be us- 
ed w-ith n capacity of (lOIJ horse power 
each, _ delivering 1,000 horse power in 
Victoria. Provision is also being made 
for GOO additional horse power it re- 
(lulreil, and the capacity of the hydrau- 
lic bottom is hard to estimate. The 
power delivered in Victoria will be 
sullicieut to operate the street railway, 
electric lighting s.vstem, commercial and 
inimieiiml, and also to furnish coiisid- 
ernbh' power for the operation of sta- 
tioiinry motors for manufacturing pur- 
poses, elevntors, elc. Way for pole line 
has been cleared to the site and the 
clearing up process is rapidly jirogress- 
mg."_ 

With such a general remodelling us is 
sure to follow the investigations and im- 
Iirovoments of such able men- tLh Hasson 
& Hunt, Victoria will soon be able to 
boast of one of the best and most up-to- 
date tramways on the Coast. Mr. W. 
F. C. Hasson left for Vancouver yes- 
terday to inspect the road there and re- 
port on its condition to the company.

It lias Made of Wrungel a Consider- 
able Town With Great Hopes 
for the Future. 

Wrnngol, April 1.— As promised I now 
beg to inform your readers who may be 
interested in tlie state of things ia 
AVniiigel on my third visit. Last Oc- 
toK-r it was a poor, insignificant town 
and the population had not the remotest 
idea of tlie iniinense addition of houses 
which would so very soon appear, lu 
my Decenilier letter upon my second 
visit here I niijutioiiod that every incli 
of hind liild been pegged out, but, oil 
arriving lieri' last w-oek by tho steamer 
Islander 1 was amazed to lind that 
every availalile piece of land all along 
the sea front had been appropriated 
and built upon. 

h'ort Wraiigol hotel, of tho Fort 
Wraiigei Cemmercial Co., under the 
able luauageuicnt of D. C. Macintyre, 
the president and treasurer, is now re- 
plete with steam heat, electric light, 
etc., ih one liundred rooms. Forty res- 
taviranta have been opened and meals 
are liberally supplied at !).') cents. 
Stores tire very niunerous and the oid- 
oslalilislied linns of Keid it Sylvoslro. 
.\Ii-K iniioi; and others, are all doing ex- 
tensive and prolitiible business. (!ainli- 
liii;,' is still lieiiig c-arriod on, .althoiigli 
one of tile fi-ateriiit.v was lined if'2(H> 
last week. The second wliarl" is now 
compli'ted and a third wharf, the prop- 
erty of the C.IMt. is progressing. Tlie 
Klondike, Mining, Trading it Trans- 
port corporation of London are now 
building an extensive wharf. Tho sterii- 
whoeler steamer Louise is busily eii- 
eujjed daily plying between Wrangol 
and Stiltine island, taking passengers, 
horses, cattle and dogs a distance of 
seven miles. Parties start dailj' on the 
ice from tlie island, the fare iieing 
,'5-.,")0 per passenger, and freight .■?.'» per 
Ion. \Vitli tlie exce|)!!oii of yesterday's 
t ^^•oIl l.y-diie passengers per i,onise. all 
thost? previously taken liy tlie Louise 
biivo made cousiderahie progress U>- 
winds Telegraph Creek, the parties 
Imvirig taken advantage of the past 
wo( k's fnvoralile cold, dry wetitiier, al- 
tliongli the last two diiys have been 
riiin.v and boisterous. The recorder, 
Mr. McCullocli, of Victoria, is here on 
Ids way to Teslin Lake to olllciatc in 
that extensive area. 

'Micro is much life and activity here. 
Four sailing ships arrived last night: 
the Vosi'inite from San Francisco, with 
piisseiigers and freight for Skagway, 
tlie Colorado, barque, Richard III. and 
Cleaner, all laden Avith lumber and coal 
for this port, and the steamer Alki. de- 
tained hero with a disabled propeller. 
There is much tielay in obtaining letter.^ 
anil newspapers owing to the ininionsity 
of correspondoiieo and the iuadeiiiiate nr- 
riiiigeruents at the postollice. Letters 
iniiilod here liave to go by American 
sletinicrs via Seattle and take a longer 
tiiiii.' in transit.

With the opening of the Slikiiie and the 
rl\cf steamers ruiiniiig, it is iiiiti(Mpate(l 
this will ho tlu' most frefiueuted and 
oiijoyalile moans of access to the Itig 
SaliiKin and tributaries, where prospects 

very oiieouraging.
